A t the Lenox

Y ork, tonight, Tom O ’Rourke will 
regale his patrons with a contest 
with the gloves between Mike IMor- 
rissey and Peter Maher, who are 
named to battle for the champion­ 
ship of Ireland, and, incidentally, 
a purse of fair proportions. 
Mor­ 
rissey has never been seen with his 
hands up on this side of the water, 
but tliose who have seen liim in 
training say he is a rushing fighter, 
who hits 
terrifically with either 
maully, and can stand a dint of 
peppering from an opponent. 
Morrissey has been lionized by 
the Irish societies since his arrival 
in this country two months ago. 
He is a big, strapping, active fel­ 
low of 6 feet ^ mch and weighs 
i86 pounds. 
He has been fighting 
less than three years and has beaten 
every man in Ireland and every 
fighter from England who visited 
Dublin, notably Jem Smith, ex­ 
champion of England, whom he 
knocked out in three rounds. 
He polished off Frank Slavan, 
of Australia, in one round and a 
half. 
Morrissey, or tlie “ Fighting 
T ip .” as he is called in the old 
country, challenged Tom Sharkey 
to box when the “ sailor” was in 
Ireland last year, but Sharkey, not 
being in condition, refused to meet 
Morrissey, which, perhaps, was a 
wise conclusion for him. 
Maher, who won back his old 
friends, as well as a lot of new 
ones, by his fight with Gus Rulilin 
recently, recognizes that a defeat 
by Morrissey will put him out of 
pugilism. 
in speaking of the strong talk 
made to a fight crowd at a show in 
Chicago 
last 
Friday 
night 
by 
“ K id ” M cCoy, in which the young 
fighter answered the slurring re­ 
marks of him reputed to have been 
made by Jim Jeffries, one of the 
best known followers of pugilism 
in that city had this to say : 
“ The ‘ K id ’s’ speech was pretty 
from the point of view of the gen­ 
eral public, but when the rather 
foolish words are analyzed M cC oy 
becomes a laughing 
stock. 
The 
idea of this frail little fellow, who 
poses as one of the good men of 
the heavyweight class, tackling a 
giant of the Jeffries proportions is 
ridiculous, and the sooner the ‘kid’ 
stops that kind of talk the more 
patience the public will have with 
him. 
“ There is a strong line on him 
through 
his 
disastrous 
meeting 
with Sharkey. 
Jeffries beat Shar­ 
key 
and 
Sharkey 
beat M cCoy. 
That puts M cC oy about third class 
along with Corbett, on whom the 
same line is obtained. 
Fitznm- 
mons beat Corbett and Jeffries beat 
Fitzsimmons. 
If 
M cCoy 
really 
wants to meet a heavy-weight let 
him get after Corbett. 
This is the 
logical match, for the public can­ 
not be made to believe that either 
M cC oy or Corbett has 
a 
chance 
with Sharkey or Jeffries. 
“ M cC o y is a middle-weight and 
the fight in N ew Y o rk recently 
has proved that a middle-weight 
must be considerably better than a 
good heavy-weight. 
It is reasona­ 
ble to argue that Fitzsimmons is 
the 
greatest 
middle-weight 
the 
world has ever known. 
He met 
defeat at the hands of a man who 
perhaps outclassed 
him 
only in 
weight and strength. 
What, then, 
can M cC oy expect to do with this 
mountain of muscle, strength and 
cleverness, who is more than fifty 
pounds heavier? 
The 
‘kid’ had 
better stay along with Corbett or 
R yan or some of those fighters who 
do not outclass him. 
He can afford 
to give weight to Corbett, whose 
strength must be doubted in the 
light of recent events.” 
From Denver comes the story 
that M cC oy is undoubtedly inter­ 
ested largely in the fighting club 
in Denver before which a fight be­ 
tween M cC oy and Fitzsimmons for

middleweight 
championship 
may be decided. 
The fact that the 
news of an offer of a purse of $20,- 
000 in Denver was known here in 
Chicago before it was in Denver 
has a peculiar look.

Three men who left 
Dahl River on 
December 
s 
for 
fimtown were not heard of again, 
and they were supposed to have 
been lost. 
Nothing was heard of 
tliem here until the steamer Ride­ 
out, which arrived today, brought 
a terrible tale of suffering and hor­ 
ror. 
The men were Michael Daly, 
\Jctor Ediar and 
M. 
Provost. 
They were from Providence, R. L, 
and Brock ton, Mass., respectively. 
Their bodies were discovered sev­ 
enteen miles from the mouth of 
Old Nlaii’b creek , they having lost 
tlie trail and become bewildered. 
Having left Dahl river with only 
three week s food, but which was 
amply sutlicient for the 100 miles 
to Jimtovvn, the poor fellows were 
soon reduced to starvation. 
Daly's body was found partly 
eaten, in a tent, left just as when 
death overtook the others. 
Some 
scraps of moose hide and a mocca­ 
sin were found, 
of which they 
w^ere endeavoring to mak e a stew. 
Daly’s body was identified by 
the clothes. 
The other two men 
were found dead five miles away 
from the tent. 
Tlie fact of the 
tent flaps being shut down when 
found would preclude the possibil­ 
ity of Daly’s body having been 
eaten by animals.
